GRASS SEED PRICES 
FALL 1956 


After last spring’s low level of prices, the 
inevitable occurs — prices: are rising again. 
The 1956 crop of Kentucky Bluegrass is 
about half the size of last year’s crop. Chew- 
ings and Creeping Red Fescue crops are 
short this year. These varieties, Fescue and 
Bluegrass, being the backbone of most lawn 
seed mixtures, reflect a 10 to 15% rise in 
prices and this will go into effect this Fall. 


White Clover is higher — Merion Bluegrass 
lower. Last year’s crop of Merion was short 
but it looks as though this year’s crop is the 
biggest ever. Most other grasses have indi- 
cated slight increases in cost but the Rye- 
grasses remain at last year’s levels. 


It is too early to say just what will happen 
for Spring 1957 but if there is any change 
or higher prices it should be only slight.
